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ABSTRACT 

This  basic  dictionary,  ct  insisting  of  two  sections, 
Amharic*English  and  English-Amharic,  is  the  first  such  dictionary 
written  since  1920.  Since  there  is  a  considerablva  lack  of  consistency 
in  Amharic  spelling,  the  Amharic  orthography  used  here  has  been 
standardized  through  etymological  studies.  Whenever  necessary, 
English  expressions  are  given  in  parentheses  to  restrict  or  clarify 
the  meaning  of  an  entry.  (PHP)

The  only  Ar.iharic- English  dictionary  is  that  of  C.  H.  Arnbruster, 
Initia  Anibarica.    Part  IIX.    Cambridge,  1920.    This  dictionary,  hov?ovcr,  is 
lnco*r.i>l.otcj  indfjcd  it  contains  only  the  first  five  letters  of  the  alphabet. 

Tho  dictionaries  from  foreign  languages  into  Amharic  are:    a  Frcnch- 
Ar.haric  index  in  the  above -mntioned  J.  Baeteman's  dictionary.    There  is  an 
Italian-Aniharic  dictionary  by  L.  Fusella  and  A.  Girace,  Diaionario  pratico 
e  fracario  per  convcrsaxionu  italiano-araerica,  Napoli  1937.    A  Russian- 
Aaharic  dictionary  was  published  by  E.  Gankin  in  I965.  English-Amliaric 
dictionaries  are  those  of  C.  H.  Armbruster,  Initia  Araliarica,  Part  II,  I9IO; 
and  of  C.  H.  V/alWor,  Snalish-Araharic  di  ';ionary,  I98O. 

Since  these  publications  (with  tho  exception  of  the  Amharic-Russian 
and  Ru3oian-A.r.harlc  dictionary),  Aniharic  has  developed  considerably.  The

Likcv\ce  in  the  Ajnharici foreign  lansuages  dictionaries  (again  with 
tho  eKcc'ptioa  of  the  A:;:h;U*ic-Rassian  dictionary)  one'  will  not  find  the 
exprccjjilcn'i  cr  idicr.;S  uycd  in  everyday  writing  or  in  everyday  speech.
